SAN FKASCISCO, Jan. 29.—The will of 


the late James G. Fair was stolen from 
the clerk's office sometime yesterday 
afternoon and there is not the slightest 
elew to the perpetrators of the crime. 
The discovery was made but half an 
hour before the usual time for closing 
the otBce. Some one had come in and 
asked for permission to see the docu- 
ment, A will filed for probate is a pub- 
lic document and, like all papers in 
civil actions and probate proceedings, 
is supposed to be open for the inspec- 
tion of anyone who is interested in the 
case and desires to see it. The clerk 
who was asked to produce the will, 
went to the pigeon hole, where it had 
been last placed. He took the bulky 
envelope, on which was inscribed, "Last 
will and testament of James G. Fair," 
and took it to the desk where the visi- 
tor was waiting. When he opened it 
he was staggered at the contents. The 
precious document was not there. In 
its place was a lot of worthless paper 
which had been carefully folded and 
inserted in the envelope in an attempt 
to delay the discovery as long as possi- 
ble. The information was imparted to 
the chief deputy. He carefully scru- 
tinized the envelope to make sure that 
the will was really missing. A search 
was made in the pigeon hole where the 
document belonged. 
There was no 


sign of it anywhere. 
A thorough 


search of the entire office as far as was 
practicable, was made. 
The search 


was fruitless. 
The will was gone. 


There was not the slightest trace 
of it and the investigation was not 
given up until long alter the county 
clerk's 
office 
is 
supposed to be 


shrouded in solitude, when the chief 
deputy of the clerk, who had been ap- 
prised of the theft at the clerk's office 
last evening, said there was not a 
shadow of doubt in their minds but 
that the will had been stolen. Still 
they had hopes it would turn up all 
right. The disappearance of such a 
will is a far more serious matter than 
would be the disappearance of a will in 
any other case. The great length and 
peculiar verbiage of the document ren- 
der it almost impossible to prove the 
exact language, which is important even 
should there be no contest. Copies are 
in possession of the attorneys but if 
there is to be a contest the accuracy of 
copies would at once be questioned. 
What is more, the signature of the dead 
millionaire is gone. It cannot be pro- 
duced for the scrutiny of experts for 
identification by the witnesses whose 
testimony is to be offered in support of 
the will on hearing of the executors for 
the admission of the testament to pro. 
bate.

The method encourages and 6up- 


ports professional mendicancy, 
and 


only by the adoption of a system that 
weeds out the impostors can the evil 
be cured 
It is always safe in any large 


city where private charities are prop- 
erly organized to refer applicants to 
such organizations. 
They have ltye 


machinery to investigate the necessities 
of every applicant, and usually the 
means to relieve present and pressing 
want. The worthy poor will court the 
investigation and be grateful for the re- 
lief which follows as a result, while the 
professionals are deserving of nothing 
but the exposure of their lying pre- 
tenses. 


In New York, as here, however, the 


trouble with this plan will be that it 
will not be adopted and adhered to by 
the majority of those who are impor- 
tuned for alms. The average man or 
woman is more sympathetic than judi- 
cious and when appealed to for bread 
or a night's lodging is likely to give the 
handy nickel or dime rather than the 
ticket or direction to the charity office. 
While this sentimentalism is dominant 
professional vagabondism will thrive 
and increase. 


In Sight. 


Mr. Glyn of the Liverpool dock board 


predicts that it will not be many years 
till steamers 1,000 f eot long will cross 
the Atlantic in 5% days. 


It 13 almost certain to be so. But 


meantime still greater changes await us 
on land. Land locomotion by steam has 
probably nearly reached its limit. To 
increase the speed of a train the size, 
weight and carrying capacity of an en- 
gine and tender must be increased. The 
added weight takes constantly from tho 
increase of speed. Tho electrical csec is 
the light little device that will replace 
the huge railway trains propelled by 
steam. 
With the electric car there is 


no limit to speed except the safety of 
the pasaengeis. It could travel 1,000 
miles an hour as easily as 60 if material 
could be found to build a car strong 
enough to stand the strain of such tre- 
mendous speed. 


It is almost safe to Bay, however, that 


the close of this century -will see elec- 
trical oars traveling regularly 100 
miles an hour. With that speed-it will 
be as easy to go from St Louis to Oma- 
ha or St. Paul as it now is to ride from 
the heart of a city to a suburban town.

Our Colored Population. 


According to a late report of the cen- 


sus bnreau, tbcie is 110 danger that the 
United States will over bo overwhelmed 
by its negroes. The black population is 
increasing, it is true, but nothing like 
in proportion as rapidly as the white. 


Tho fust reliable statistics which 


Dr. Homy Gauuett, tho census ei- 
nininer, finds on tho subject are those of 
1790 
Then thero were in tbo countiv 


8,172,006 whites, 737,208 negroes. Froui 
that time on, counting in tbo slaves 
brought into tho country from Africa 
and the increase iu births, here, there 
was a continuous increase till, at tho 
1890 
census, tho colored populatiou 


amounted to 7,470,049. In 1890 the 
white population was in round uuuibeis, 
60,000,000 
The negroes had increased 


about tenfold, the whites cightt-eufold. 
Ill 1790 tho negroes constituted one-fifth 
of the population, in 1890 lets than oue- 
eiglitb 
The long hue of figures shows 


that the blacks do not increase so lapid- 
ly in freedom as they did iu slavery—-an 
argument that may bo used favorably 
or unfavorably, according as 0110 looks 
at it. A large part of the increase dnr 
ing tbo oarly years of this century, how- 
ever, when tho percentage was the great- 
est, was undoubtedly duo to the slave 
trade. In tho decade fiom 1S50 to 
18CO, 


when the slave trade had nearly ceased, 
the propoitiou of negro to white popu- 
lation was 14.13 per cent 
During the 


first ton yeais of tins century it was over 
19 per cent 


There was an apparent increase in 


the percentage of growth from 1870 to 
1880, 
but that is now believed to bo 


dno more to defective enumeration in 
1870 
than to actual gain iu 1880. Dur- 


ing the last decade the proportion of 
negro to whito population was only 
11.9! per cent. So that relatively to the 
whites tho negro population is now less 
that two-thirds as numerous as it was 
100 years ago. 
The statistician finds 


that the blacks marry younger and have, 
on the average, shorter lives than the 
whites. 


We aro rather surprised to find fur- 


ther that tho drift of the negro popula- 
tion is at present away from cities to- 
ward tho country. 
At the same time 


they aro moving from tho border states 
into tho gulf states and those of tho 
south Atlantic border. 
Finally one ru- 


grets to learn that tho per cent of crimi- 
nals is greater among tbo blacks than 
tbo whites, while there are at least as 
many paupers. But, on tho other hand, 
school attendance is rapidly gaining 
among the negroes.

While tho agricultural department is 


studying into human foods with the 
view of giving information to farmers, 
why should it not also investigate tbo 
adulteration of human foods and medi- 
cines which is carried on in this country 
to an extent dangerous to health and life 
itself. The very flour, cheap as it is, of 
which bread is mado is padded out 
with adulterants and then thrust on the 
market half baked. In time it ruins the 
stomach of the person who eats it. As 
to the nutritive and pleasant olive oil, 
it has practically disappeared from the 
market. Cottonseed oil, which has taken 
its place, is palatable, but has little of 
the healing and nutritive qualities that 
belong to olive oil. White earth coracs 
into tho country by tho ton to bo mixed 
with the sugar iu tha candy that chil- 
dren and grown people eat. There is 
probably little absolutely pure candy, 
except that mado from good old honest 
molasses It, too, would be adulterated 
if it wero not itself so cheap that noth- 
ing can be found cheaper. If yon buy a 
quart of cider, it is either manufactured 
from vilhnuous acids and soaked dried 
apples, or else it is so watered that you 
can taste ti-ie hydrant or pump with 
every swallow. Talk of honesty in pub- 
lic affairs I We shall never have it till 
the American people begin to infuse a 
little more honesty into their private 
affairs. 


The great crop of stealings, defalca- 


tions, swindlings and embezzlements 
sown in the past few years by Ameri- 
cans in high and trusted official places 
is now being harvested in tba shape of 
ruin, disgrace, flight, imprisonment 
and suicide. A man thinks he must 
make a brilliant show of wealth, whether 
he has any or not. He uses money not 
his own, thinking either that he can re- 
place it or that he will not be found 
out He never is able to replace it, and 
he always is found out, whether he be 
Sunday school superintendent or state 
treasurer. Mankind ought to havo dis- 
covered that by this time, but it seems 
they havo not Meantime if the terrible 
record of stealings by trusted officers 
shall even for a time stop dishonesty in 
public place it will have done some 
good.

Why Old Violins Are Best. 


Fabulous prices are sometimes paid for 


old violins, and many an enthusiastic 
musician would part with his last dollar 
to possess one of the masterpieces of Strad- 
ivarius or Quarnerius or another of the fa- 
mous makers of a century or two ago. 


Tho unquestioned superiority of these 


old and often battered instruments lias 
been variously ascribed to tile peculiar 
quality of tho varnish used in their con- 
struction, to tho elasticity of the wood 
employed and to tho ripening and improv- 
ing effects of ago and long use. 


But at tho meeting of tho American 


Association For tho Advancement of Sci- 
ence reasons wore shown for believing that 
tho real cause of tho superiority of the old 
instruments is duo to a "peculiar warpiog 
of tho wood to a higher nrch, a buckling 
caused by tho position of the F holes and 
soundpost " 


It might bethought that the same effect 


could bo produced by giving an equal 
arching to a now instrument, but the ef- 
fect U attained is not permanent, because 
with ngo tho arching increases until too 
great a degree of rigidity is the result. 


Tho substitution of aluminium for wood 


In tho making of violins has been suggest- 
ed, because experiment has shown that 
soundboards of aluminium resemble in 
tone those made of wood, and that an alu- 
minium violin does not undergo changes 
of form with ago, 80 that it can be made 
perfect to begin with and will remain in 
that condition.—Youth's Companion.
